The monthly. report of the bureau, 
issued today, shows that, whereas 
the average food cost for the whole 
country stood still from Feb. 15 io 
March 15, prices in St. Louis in- 
creased 1 per cent and in Kansas 
City 3 per cent. 

Base of Estimates. 

The estimates are based on re- 
ports from retail dealers giving the 
prices of the following articles: Sir- 
loin steak, round steak, rib roast, 
chuck roast, plate beef, pork chops, 
bacon, ham, lard, hens, flour, corn 
meal, eggs, butter, milk, bread, po- 
tatoes, sugar, cheese, rice, coffee 
and tea. . 

For these 22 articles of food, the 
average family expenditure in- 
creased during the month in 22 
cities, decreased in 23, and remained 
the same in one. The greatest in- 
crease, 3 per cent, was in Kansas 
City, Denver and Chicago. 

During the year. from March, 
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‘ence here, although busy 


1919, to March, 1920, the greatest 
increase, 20 per cent, was shown in 
Chicago and Springfield, Ill. Forty- 
six of the 50 cities increased 10 per 
cent or over. 

As compared with the average ex- 
penditures in 1913, St. Louis and De- 
troit showed an increase of 111 pr 
cent each. This was the highest 
recorded. 

Slightly Below Peak. 

The bureau notes the fact that 
the average for the whole country 
on March 15 was only six-tenths of 
1 per cent below the cost in Jan- 
vary, 1920, in which month the 
peak of high prices was reached. 

The greatest increase in the 
seven-year period from 1913, was on 
potatoes—353 per cent. Bread went 
up in that time 100 per cent; lamb, 
108: eggs, 111; hens, 113; rice, 114; 
corn meal, 117; flour, 142;; sugar, 
246. 

Wholesale prices of commodities 
other than food. the statistics 
showed, were higher in March than 
in any previous month. Lumber and 
building materials increased more 
than 8 per cent over February. Only 
cloths and clothing showed a small 
net decrease. Clothing prices, how- 
ever, have increased 64 per cent over 
March, 1919.

Merciful Plan.

SAN REMO, April 20.—The Pre- |

to the treaty. The French conten- 
tion is declared to be that it would 
be more cruel to cease sending food 
supplies into Germany and put a stop 
to her industries by shutting off raw 
materials than to occupy a few dis- 
tricts with allied troops. 
Internal Order in Germany. 

From the standpoint of internal 
order in Germany, the French states- 
mén also consider that limiting food 
and trying to prevent the factories 
from working would be more danger- 
ous than restricted occupation. Pre- 
mier Nitti supports Lloyd George. 
That is the present situation on that 
question. 

The council continued its exam- 
ination of the Turkish treaty at the 
formal session.

“This morning the conference dis- 
cussed and approved the financial 
clauses of the Turkish treaty.

The Turkish treaty was approved 
by the council yesterday in the gen- 
eral form in which it was drawn by 
the Council of Foreign Ministers in 
London. Changes were made in two 
points, but these were not disclosed. 
It was decided to request the Turk- 
ish plenipotentiaries to present 
themselves in London on May 10 to 
receive the treaty.

NEW YORK, April 20.—Declaring 
that in this generation there is no 
quarrel between England and Ire- 


land, Sir Auckland Geddes, new Brit- 
ish Ambasssador to the United States, 
asserted on his arrival here yester- 
day that the Irish in Ireland should 


“= be allowed to grapple with their own 


political difficulties without outside 
interference. | 

Asserting that it takes two to 
make a quarrel, and that the pres- 
ent generation of Englishmen have 
steadfastly refused to quarrel with 
he sald that when the new 


it “will be the duty of all British 
subjects who are not domiciled in 
Ireland to stand aside and leave 
those who live there to solve their 
problem.’’ 

“I venture to add,” Sir Auckand 


** continued, ‘‘that it will also be help- 


ful if the many in all parts of the 
world who are not British subjects 
but are interested in Ireland, likewise 
stand aside and leave the Irish to 
grapple with their own political dif- 
ficulties.” 

Russian Situation Discussed. 

Sir Aucklané@ also referred to the 
Russian situation, stating that until

mal footing anywhere. He added that 
the United States and Great Britain 
were in cordial consultation on the 


Pennsylvania Station. They left at 
once for Washington. 

Sir Auckland was last here in 1914 

and Lady Geddes, who was born in 
New York, left this country in 1916. 
Previous to 1914 Sir Auckland had 
been in the United States many 
times. 

Gives Out Statement. 

The new Ambassador consented to 
pose for photographers while coming 
up the bay. He was clad in a dark 
business suit, with a light gray over- 
coat and soft hat. His resemblance 
to President Wilson was commented 
upon by all who met him. His pre- 
pared statement, given out on arrival, 
follows: 

“On arrival I wish first to say 
that I look on my appointment as 
British Ambassador at Washington 
as the highest honor and privilege 
which could possibly have been 


granted to ie. 
main hope of world peace rests or 


understandings between the peoples 
of the United States of America and 
the British community of nations. It 
is my ambition to help to develop 
such respect and understanding. 

“TI do not suggest that even if 
there were complete understanding 
of the difficulties of the one nation 
by the other there would be, in 
either country, complete agreement 
in detail with the method of solu- 
tion which may have received the 
support of the majority in the other, 
but at least we should have got rid 
of suspicion breeding misconcep- 
tions. 

Have Learned Lessons. 

“For generations England has giv- 
en sanctuary to representatives of 
the discontented and the unhappy, 
the oppressed and the downtrodden. 
We have listed to harrowing tales of 
great wrongs and we have been 
moved to action time and yet time 
again. We have learned how diffi- 
cult it is to right a small wrong or 


even a great and bitter wrong with- 
out creating a new, a greater and a 
still more bitter sense of wrong 
elsewhere. We have learned that to 
keep peace for that quarter of the 
human race which owes allegiance 
to the Britsh crown imposes a heavy 
strain upon the material and moral 
resources of our peoples.

Secession Proposals Rejected. 

“It should, I think, be known that 
proposals for the secession of Ireland 
from the British empire have been 
submitted to the British Cabinet, but 
as announced by the Prime Minister 
in the House of Commons, have been 
rejected.

ly the British Isles form one unit for

The British Government has 
frankly expressed the belief that un- 
til Russia comes once more into the 
circle of the producing and trading 
jnations the economic conditions of 
the world and the cost of living can- 
not be placed upon a normal footing 
anywhere.
